The Glittering Boulevards Under 
the Gaslight, and the 
Place Vendome.

The noon-day sun was beating fiercely 
down when we passed Pantin, a suburban 
station of the capital city. Then rapidly 
followed the fortifications that did not keep 
Von Moltke out; a switch target riddled 
by balls; immense gas works; thickening 
streets, and at one o’clock in the afternoon 
we stopped at the terminus in the place de 
Strasbourg. 

In passing out of the depot, I was stop- 
ped by an official, who evidently wanted 
to inspect my limited baggage. His lan- 
guage was to me, however, very unlike that 
of Truthful James. I replied in English 
at random, and I understood him to say, 
“Oh, go ’long; you're all right,” or words 
to that effect. His conductis easily under- 
stood when it is remembered that the rev- 
enue of Paris is chiefly gathered from a tax 
levied on eggs, butter, and other articles of 
meat and drink, brought in for consump- 
tion. It is called octrot or town-dues, and 
amounts to about 90,000,000 francs a year. 
Even the ’buses of regular lines that run 
through the fortifications are stopped by 


revenue Officials on their return trips; and 

it is not strange that my innocent little 

traveling bag was, for the moment, a sus- 
ted provision smuggler. 

Taking the first of a long line of seedy 
one-horse carriages that stood outside, the 
driver immediately handed me a printed 
tariff of fares. Is it possible, I said to my- 
self, that there is a city in which municipal 
ordinances are obeyed? I had not, you see, 
got rid of my American notions. in every 
city of Europe cheap, one-horse hacks are 
like the sands of the ocean. No where, as 
with us, ‘are you compelled to pay for two 
horses and a heavy ¢arriage, when you only 
need a single horse before a light wagon. 
A drive of over two miles brought me to 
my hotel, at a cost of three francs, or a tri- 
fle over a half dollar—an over-charge, by 
the way, of about a franc. An American 
Jehu would not hollow whoa for a French 
fare. 

MY PARIS HOME. 


A comely young woman met mo at the 
carriage, and coolly picked up my bag- 
gage light, it is true—and, after a short 
talk with the landlady about a room, just 
as coolly proceeded to carry it up-stairs. 
I had seen women in almost every employ- 
ment, from the ploughing of fields to the 
blacking of boots in crowded streets, but 
my European education had not advanced 
far enough to let me enjoy the services of 
a@ woman in the capacity of boots. 

The landlady said she had an excellent 
room at the top of the house—large, airy 
and cheap. I took it—it was Hobson’s 
choice. From its elevated balcony the 
stage horses and people down below seem- 
ed like toys moving on a mimic scene. My 
room was a matter of little importance to 
me—just a place of blissful unconscious- 
_ ness, after the fatigues of a day’s hard work. 
This one contaimed no more carpet or soap 
than the public bed-rooms of Germany do; 
the same kind of a canopied bed awaited 
me, and altogether it had the stereotyped 
continental look. 

The hotel Bergeron is not a grand af- 
fair—quite the contrary. Itis inthe neigh- 
borhood of grand hotels, built expressly for 
money-slinging travelers, but my modest 
inn was unpretentious. A friend in Lon-. 
don recommended me to go there, and I did 
not regret the taking of his advice. It is 
a fair sample of the smaller houses; and, 
begging your patience, I will describe it 
before we seek the brilliant world outside. 

Too small to have a court like its grand- 
er neighbors, it still is large enough to 
have one of those great paved entrances 
which seem to be essential in a public 
house on the Continent. Besides the en- 
trance, a hair-dresser’s shop and the por- 
ter’s quarters occupy the ground floor. 
The porter, as I have before stated, is an 
important officer of the house. He answers 
_ all questions, takes care of your mail, and 
after midnight pulls a cord that mysteri- 
ously opens the entrance door. A small 
fee makes good his broken slumbers. 
Wide, circling stairs lead from his room up 
towards the clouds; and the room-tariff 
grows beautifully less as one ascends. In 


going to my room after a day’s unflagging | P©° 


sight-seeing, I often brought my landlady 
in debt. 

The same plan is found in their private 
houses. The buildings of Paris are gener- 
ally tall, ranging from five to nine stories— 
each floor being occupied by a family; the 
wealthiest, perhaps a titled one, on the 
third floor; less magnificence just below 
them; while towards the blue roof that 
the Great Architect has thrown over us all, 
poverty steadily increases until it culmi- 
nates in an artist, or Bohemian, or some 
other member of the happy-go-lucky class. 
New York apes Paris, and of late it is no 
uncommon sight to see, in the windows of 
her real estate agents, advertisements of 
“French apartments”—floor A, so much; 
floor B, a little more, etc. 

Now let us go back to my lofty cage. I 
had told the landlady before going up that 
I wanted to wash the dust of travel off; and 
you can imagine my surprise when, shortly 
afterwards, a large-sized bathing tub began 
to come slowly through mydoor. And af-

flashing fountains as carelessly as if the |< 


demoniacal crimes of the human hyenas 
had not occurred before theireyes. I don’t 
believe they knew what was going on, al- 
though the blinding light of the burning 
palace, must have momentarily set them 
a-thinking. The walks and handsome ter- 
races were full of pretty children, very 
tastily dressed, and in charge of “ bonnes.” 
The games they played, the ropes they 
jumped, the balls they gleefully chased 
down tho flowery paths—well, well, you 
can see them, can you not? Whenever I 
was weary, or wished for quiet, during my 
stay of a fortnight in the city, I went down 
into the sweet “— of the burned pal- 
ace’s gardens. hey cover seventy-five 
acres, and there is everything in them to 
please the eye that is known in the land- 
scape gardener’s art. The green lawns are 
bordered by brilliant flowers, and over the 
fountains, and statues, and trees is a vista, 
that includes the column of Luxor in the 
adjoining Place de la Concorde, and further 
on theimposing Arcde Triomphe.

And then, you know, wine is incla- 
ded in the ic dinner, whereas in Ger- 
many or in England it is an extra charge. 
It was a thin, sourish, red wine,rather ap- 
petizing, and not a bad substitute for the 
beer of Germany or the ale and porter of 
the insular people across the channel. 
When we left the table the lamps of the 
street were lit, and my sind friend across

AN EVENING STROLL. 

Gut in the street the noise from horses’ 
feet comes to the ear softly, —just a pleas- 
ant foot-1ail, the iron-shod feet hardly pro- 


asphaltum. The flood of carriages in the 
Champs Elysees rolls noiselessly over it. 
The drivers crack their whips as sharp as 
pistol reports to ularm unwary pedestrians, 
and the carriages carry lights on either 
side; but amid so many lights, borne by 
the phantom vehicles of the night, it 1s 


out the aid of the moon. ‘I'he weataer- 
embrowned cabman would look for all the 
world like their New York comrades were 
it not for their stove-pipe hats made of 
leather. 
The Champs Elysees wasa whirl of car- 
riages returning from the Bois deBoulcgne, 
while on either side, the concert cafes pre- 
sented their names and attractions in all 
the forms that gas jets are capable of. 
Auother evening will find.us there—at 
present let us turn to the Lrilliant boule- 
yards that lead out from tne Madeleine, 
and go up past the Grand Hotel as fa: as 
the boulevard Montmartre. These streets, 
between eight and ten o’clock in the eve- 
ning, are the gayestsightsin Paris. They 
are crowded with well-dressed people; and 
as for tae shop windows, the art of dis- 
play can no farthergo. Jewelry, diamonds, 
aseaggpreert ladies’s apparel, shoes, 
gloves, anything and everything, sre ar- 
ranged in piles, pyramids and columns, 
under gas jets, cunningly manipulated and 
reflected. The whole 1s like a long crowd- 
ed gallery of a brilliant Fair. The shops 
are generally small, and the froat windows 
ear the best part of them. I assure my 
shopping friends that they need not ex- 
t to find such an exhibition on thisside 
of the water.

The receipts thus far are running about the 
same as in former years, exgept last .year, 
which was an exception to all former years. 
It is generally understood .that..the crop is 
two weeks late; “but “the receipts ¢ompare 
with Tast.year abou wone'week beniia, Some 
of the caitise of short receipts at Galveston 
and New Orleans are these. . 

The railroad men on the read running into 
Galveston, have had a quarrel with the ship- 
pers of cotton, hence the light receipts there.

WEATHER,

rain for eight hours; fall one inch. Next 
day a light rain for two hours; fall one-half 
aninch.

As this isan important time with farmers,

The caterpillar is the 
friendly worm that eats off the leaves and 
stops the rot.

The disease has appeared in several Texas 
and Arkansas towns, but in none of them 
has it assumed a violent or ungovernable 
form. The season is so far advanced that 
any apprehension of a wide extension of the 
plague need not be entertained, Any city 
can avert it, as the healthy condition of Mo- 
bile and New Orleans clearly proves.

The San Francisco Cadets gave their first 
in ——e in the Seventh _ 
men t evening. They are the 
guests of the Seventh, and that fact was suf- 
ficient of itself to assembie a hall full of spec- 
tators. The Cadets numbered ninety-three 
men, commanded by Captain McDonald and 
Lieutenant Bigley. 

The drilling squad last evening consisted 
of twenty files. They entered the large drill 
room in a column of twos, and after exhibit- 
ing their proficiency in from twos 
to fours while on tbe march, and even in the 
act of facing about, ppt oni skill of 
drilling blindfolded was exhibited. Captain 
cDonald says that the theory of executing 
manceuvres by rule and not by sight enables 
men to operate as efficiently by mignt as by 
day. His success in drilling a chosen few 
under this theory was pronounced marvel- 
lous by the military men who witnessed it, 

The first peculiar evolution was executing 
the manual of arms to the tap of the drum. 
The men were drawn up in column of fours, 
with wide spaces, and after executing every 
order of handling arms—order, carry; sup- 

rt, right-shoulder-shift, present, arms-aport, 
oading, aiming, and back to order again—no 
variation in the alignment was noticeable. 
Blindfold marching to word of command 
was next exhibited, Starting in 
close {column of sixes and of twos, 
the alignment was changed to fours, 
eights, then front into line, and back into 
close column of twos, with as little variation 
as though the men were pappets responding 
to the wire. The more difficult wheelings 
were not executed. Right wheel on centre 
pivot and about-facing, left wheel, in two 
ranks and four ranks, were ——— several 
times, and when the command finally halted 
in two perfectly dressed ranks applause was 
showered upon them. 

After more marching evolutions, which 
were executed with precision, bayonets were 
fixed and the skirmish drill was performed. 
Bearing in mind the necessity for keeping the 
1 pane accurate in this drill, their remarka- 
ble proficiency will be seen in the fact that 
in the loading and firing on face and back, 
in single and four ranks, rallies in twos, 
fours, and eights, there was no bad align- 
ment, no;mistake. When the command took 
off their blindfolds in two ranks, their dress 
was as near perfect as if they had measured 
every step of the various evolutions by eye. 

Their rifles were next exchanged for Spring- 
field muskets with the old-fashioned bayonet, 
and the bayonet exercise performed blindfold. 
This drill, in itsrapid changes, with the 
ay variety of positions in which the mus- 

et is held. demands more movement than 
the skirmish tactics. They were so success- 
falin the thrusts and parries, guard and 
lunge, thata stormy encore demanded a 
repetition. The closing performance was 
the skirmish drill with the blindfold re- 
moved. Tha movement of rallying around 
the flag at hollow square and in eights, with 
flanking fours, was introduced for effect, and 
was executed with wonderful precision.
